It bk 
the intention of the association, that 
is to say, of all it’s members to npur- 
chase all farm products on a grading 
basis, the same as ithey have done in 
ivbs, which proved a great success, 

Wille the report of the Canadian 
Produce Merchants’ Association shows 
a surplus over 1914 in the produce ot 
Canada, it must {be ‘borne in mind vha 
the wer is on, and thet countries whe 
have been exporting to the mother 
land jhave been practically cut off and 
the food products in the produce ne 
ere being drawn from ¢the Canadiar 
marke ind that this surplus hae 
nothing to do with lower prices, as, 
in fact, the mother country will ab- 
sorb these surpluses and dar more 
naturally creating a shortage in the 
Dominion of Canada, and causing 
bigher prices for food stuff.

We are pleased to report that the 
poultry arriving jn the Edmonton 
market shows a marked improvement 
over last yenr in the dressing, fatness 
and general condition of the birds, 
It goes to show that the farmer ia tak- 
ing more care and ds more particular 
in selecting his birds before sending 
them to market, The chicke rs 
which are sent by the majority of the 
farmers are in excellent condition, yet 
Wo must not get away with the idea 
hat all birds that have come into Ri- 
monton have been up to the mark as 
yet. There are several farmers wh) 
have Deen shipping \birds to the Hd- 
monton market which have not been 
properly dressed and have been scald- 
ed, instead of dry plucked, The far- 
mers who have sent scalded chickens 
have simply lost about 2e per pound, 
white If they dad sent them in dry 
plucked, their birds would have grad- 
loa No. 1 and would have obtained 
ke extra Ye, 
' 


The turkey supply of (1915 compares 
favorably with that of 1914 with a 
single exception, namely, that there {s 
a much smaller quantity of medium- 
sized ‘turkeys, for which there is a 
great demand locally. The medtem- 


sized turkey is considered by 
the trade as being a bird 
weighing not less than 12 Ibs, and 


not over 14 Tbs, — Instead of that, our 
| farmers have flooded the market with 
‘turkeys weighing from eight to ten 
j lbs, which for an average family is 
not large enough. Our advice for 
next year to the farmer is to raise 2 
turkey which will weigh on the imar- 
| ket from 10 to 14 Ibs, The writer 
understand why these turkeys 


are so small and at the present time 
can only attribute it to the breed and 
would suggest that larger male birds 
be imported into the country. The 
only method for preparing poultry 
for local sale or export trade is to see 
that the birds are thoroughly fattened, 
starved 24 hours before killing, and 
allowed water only. Six hours before 
the .killing discontinue the water. 
The proper way to kill the birds is to 
stab them inside the mouth, piercing 
the roof of the mouth through to the 
brain with a sharp pointed knife. 
When the knife is in the brain give it 
a couple of twists, right and left, to 
make sure of the destruction of the 
brain. Allow the bird to hang by the 
legs so ax to enable the blood to come 
out of the body and immediately 
afterwards start plucking, as a dry 
plucking is the only method to pre- 
pare a bird for marketing purposes, 
Then place the bird on some shelf for 
cooling purposes. -Just before pack- 
ing, the beak, mouth and legs of the 
bird should be thoroughly washed 
and dried and under no consideration 
should the bird be drawn. If this 
method is followed by the farmers 
there is no reason why they should 
not market a first class article and 
obtain the highest market price, a 
satisfaction to themselves and to the 
consumer.
